Redlands Mexican Is Accident 
Victim Today—Roofing 
Blown ‘Off House 





CITRUS LOSS IS LIGHT 





Foothill Boulevard Is Nearly 
Blocked by Wind, Sand 
—School Is Closed 


One Mexican killed, Foothill 


boulevard partially blocked, 300 
square feet of the roofing of the 

Paul Bodenhamer residence blown 

off and slight damage to the cit- 
rus crop are among the results of 
the wind that swept over the dis- 
trict this morning. 

Santiago  Vasques, Redlands 
Mexican, suffered a fractured 
skull when the truck in which he 
was riding was hit by a gravel 
truck. Vasques was in the truck 
with other citrus fruit pickers but 
no others were hurt. The accident 


occurred on Foothill at 7:30 0 ’clock | 


this morning, a short distance east 
of the Mission winery. The wind 
and sand storm blinded the driv- 
ers, it is believed. L. E. Kron- 
meyer, state traffic officer, made 
an investigation. Remains of the 
crash victim are at the J. B. Drap- 
er & Co. mortuary. 

Roofing of the Bodenham- 
er residence, Mountain avenue and 
‘Twenty-first street, was torn off 
nbout 8 a.m. Only the roofing ma- 
terial was destroyed, the damage 
‘to the actual roof construction be- 
ing slight. No one was in the 
house at the time. 

Damage to the citrus crop is ex- 
pected not to result in any great 
material loss, on the basis of a 
frasty survey. Much of the fruit 
that was blown to the ground had 
already been damaged or was not 
in good condition, it was reported. 

Here and there throughout the 
district trees were broken and a 
few tall shade trees were blown 
down.

Then in addition to the tax paid on motor vehicles, the gar- 
ages and dealers in accessories paid an additional $3,048,287 

or 6.59 per cent of every sales tax dollar. There are those 
who have laid the blame for hard times—at least to some extent 

to the automobile. But just try to figure out where you would 
find work for the millions who are employed in the automobile 
and allied industries if there were no such industries as these 
in existence. The automobile led the country out of the prev- 
ious depression-—and it is leading the way out of the present 
one. 


Californians do a lot of their eating away from home—as 


restaurants followed motor vehicle dealers closely as eontrib- 


utors to the sales tax revenue. They paid a total tax of 43634,- | 
396. which represents 7.87 per cent of all collections of that 
kind. 

Clothing stores of the state paid $2,489,213 in sales tax dur 
ing the eleven m¢ nths period, which represented $0.39 of each 
$100 colleeted. Drug stores followed with $2,115,062, or $4.58 
per cent of the entire sales tax collected. | 

Separate classifications were made by the Equalization 
Board for all types of retailers paying one-tenth of one per cent 
or more of the sales tax. A wide variety of businesses not fall- 
ing in any of these classifications paid $4,645,470, which is 10.06 
per cent of the total tax eolleeted 

Naturally, this large amount ol sales taX money was first 
paid to the merchants by their patrons and then remitted by 
the merchants to the state authorities We feel that the sales 
tax is about as fair a tax as can be levied. Those who buy lt- 


tle also pay little in tax money, while those who buy in large 
amounts and can afford luxuries pay proportionately larger

Would Unemployment Insurance Ifelp? 


Unemployment insurance would not add one cent to the pur- 
ehasing power of the United States, declares Virgil Jordan, 
distinguished economist and president of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, Inc.. in a debate in the Current Ro- 
tarian magazine. To this. Secretary Frances Perkins of the 
Department of Labor, replies that if unemployment insurance 
had been in effect several years prior to 1929, the benefit pay- 
ments would have gone a long way toward stabilizing indus- 
try and reducing the severity of the depression. 

In normal times, Mr. Jordan points out, the unemployed fall | 
mainly into four groups: vagrants, the incompetent, the chron- 
ically unemployed, and the indigent lf these are taken .out 
of the pool of unemployment, the unemployment problem be- 
comes of little social importance. The situation is different in 
a depression. ‘‘But,’” he says, “‘all students of this subject are 
in agreement that unemployment Insuranee cannot take care of 


depressional unemployment 


Insurance, therefore, is primarily a relief measure, accord- 


ing to Mr, Jordan, and should be so judged. If continued into 
normal times it will tend to make unemployment permanent, | 
and will impose a severe tax on workers. ** Workers in insured | 
occupations would be given a preferred status in society. The 
rest of the country, ineluding farmers, would be paying a trib- 


ute in order to give unemployment relief as ‘a legal right to 
a specially selected group.’

a necessary instrument for social security. “Under modern con- 
ditions, it is practically impossible for the individual worker, 
however thrifty, to lay by, through his own efforts, sufficient 
to tide him over the rainy day of prolonged unemployment or 
loss of earnings due to sickness or advancing age.’”’ 

The cost of unemployment insurance, she believes, should 
be considered a necessary part of the overhead cost of produc- 


tion, and it would be a charge relatively so small as to be al- 
most negligible.

In 1931 the migration of these 
unrestrained and practically home- , 
less boys, and even girls, the ratio | 
being 2 to 10, became a grave! 
problem for California, especially 
Los Angeles, and resulted in the 
establishment of a camp in San 
Dimas canyon, the first of its kind 
in the country, and which later 
became a pattern for the CCC 
camps. 

The girls are sent back home 
at once, but the boys are placed 
in the camp, given a regular work 
program, supplemented with phys- 
ical training, religious instruction 
and educational opportunities, 
teachers coming out from LaVerne 
to conduct night school. The boys | 
are well clothed and well fed and 
disciplined in respect for the flag 
and obedience to law. 

Many remain only a short time | 
while others consider the camp a 
real refuge, Mr. Scudder said, and 
are happy. 

Often boys have been returned 
to their eastern homes, only to 
trek back to California, repeating | 
the performance several times. 

Mr. Scudder almost tested the
